London, J une 10 (AP)—British 
statesmen hav e ex tended the 
open hand of friendship to Ger­ 
many and Italy in what circles 
close to the gov ernment called 
an effort to prov e the falsity of 
German allegations that Bri­ 
tain and France were try ing to 
encircle the reich. The states­ 
men made it clear, howev er, that 
the friendly hand could become 
a mailed fist. 
In the past two day s Prime 
Minister Chamberlain, 
Foreign 
Secretary Viscount H a l i f a x , 
Chancellor of the Ex chequer Sir 
J ohn Simon and War Secretary 
Leslie 
Hore-Belisha 
all 
hav e 
stressed Great Britain’s willing­ 
ness to seek a peaceful settle­ 
ment of any claims by Germany 
and Italy . At the same time they 
emphasized Britain’s new mili­ 
tary might. 
The prime minister, speaking 
in Birmingham last night, said 
that Britain was “ still ready to 
discuss around a conference ta ­ 
ble the claims of Germany or 
any other country prov ided there 
seems a reasonable prospect of 
real settlement, only we must 
hav e confidence tha t there is 
such prospect and such settle­ 
ment must be obtained by nego­ 
tiation and not by force.” 
He declared that Britain has 
not abandoned the first part of 
her foreign policy —seeking 
to 
eliminate the causes of war, and 
added that Britain 
had 
had 
“ v ery little help from countries 
with which I was hoping to 
come to an understanding.” 
At a reception giv en in his 
honor, howev er, he continued 
that “ the progress of building up 
our national defense has been so 
ex tensiv e and so rapid tha t I 
can say now with confidence that

A sentence of one-to-fiv e y ears 
in state prison was imposed on 
Walter Peters, 6 1, former Rush­ 
v ille township justice of the 
peace, who pleaded guilty to an 
embezzlement indictment in the 
Rush circuit court this morning.

Henry Smith, 30-y ear-old New 
Castle resident who has been in 
jail here all week, was indicted 
for being an accessory before the 
fact in a grand larceny case 
which inv olv es shoplifting. 
Return on the third indict­ 
ment was ex pected to be made 
this afternoon by Sheriff Paul 
Bennington. 
Peters was in court when the 
grand jury submitted its findings 
to J udge William F. Marshall. 
Hardly an 
hour later, 
the 
former 'squire had entered a 
guilty plea and had receiv ed a 
prison sentence. 
A plea for leniency was made 
by Peters, who told the court 
that he had an opportunity for 
employ ment which would enable 
him to pay back the shortage. 
Prosecutor Orlando F. Ingle, 
who conv ened with the grand 
jurors during their lengthy ses­ 
sion, also stated that Peters had 
cooperated with the officials and 
had not attempted to conceal 
any thing 
from By ron Nickels 
and J ohn Willis, ex aminers for 
the state board of accounts, 
whose inv estigation rev ealed dis­ 
crepancies in the justice of peace 
funds. 
J udge Marshall, howev er, sta t­ 
ed that he felt he would be 
shirking his responsibility if he 
suspended sentence for a public 
official who had betray ed his 
trust. 
Peters, a cripple who walks 
with assistance of a cane, then 
asked for a week’s stay in order 
to arrange his personal affairs. 
He was informed that this mat­ 
ter was up to Sheriff Bennington 
who took the former official to 
jail. 
Smith, the other indicted per­ 
son in custody , was accused by 
the grand jury of being an ac­ 
cessory to his mother, Mrs. Fan­ 
nie Carter, 51, and his wife, Mrs. 
Anna Smith, 25, New Castle 
women who were caught shop­ 
lifting goods from nine local 
stores Saturday night. 
A not guilty plea was entered 
by Smith, who also was arraign­ 
ed this morning. The court fix ed 
bond at $2,000. 
Guilty pleas to a grand lar­ 
ceny affidav it hav e already been 
receiv ed from Mrs. Carter and 
Mrs. Smith but J udge Marshall 
has withheld pronouncement of 
sentence on the two women, who 
hav e steadfastly insisted that 
their husbands knew nothing of 
their shoplifting activ ities.

Dr. Donald Ev ans, state di­ 
rector of health, said the epi­ 
demic was the sta te’s worst in 
recent y ears, but now was under 
control. 
He said no rigid restrictions 
had been issued, other than iso­ 
lation of patients, but he warned 
residents to boil all water and 
milk as a precaption. 
Twenty Red Cross nurses were 
sent here under charge of Miss 
Glady ce Badger, of San Fran­ 
cisco, area nursing director. 
Sources of the disease were a t­ 
tributed to a lack of refrigera­ 
tion in a school lunchroom. 
Dr. A. U. Simpson, chief of 
the health department’s labor­ 
atory div ision, said 208 buns, left 
ov er from a trav eling carniv al 
and accepted as a donation by 
the school, may hav e been a 
source of the epidemic. He said 
the buns, all buttered, appar­ 
ently had been left to stand for 
some time at room temperature.

Detroit, June 10 (JP) — The AFL 
automobile workers threatened 
today an ex tensiv e tie-up of 
General Motors p lants if the cor­ 
p oration does not op en collectiv e 
barg aining neg otiations with it. 
Hardly had the UAW faction 
headed by Homer Martin been 
restored its old American Fed­ 
eration of Labor charter when it 
called strikes in three General 
Motors factories at Flint and 
Sag inaw. 
The manag ement denied, how­ 
ev er, that the strikes called 
Thursday were effectiv e and R. 
J. Thcmas, p resident of the riv al 
UAW branch affiliated with the 
Cong ress of Industrial Org aniza­ 
tions, said they were “a com­ 
p lete failure.” 
Elmer Dowell, head of General 
Motors activ ities in the AFL- 
UAW, declared that “contrary to 
rep orts, the p lants in Flint are 
down and the Sag inaw p lant will 
be closed down if it tries to op ­ 
erate.” 
He referred to the Chev rolet 
assembly p lant and the Fisher 
body p lant No. 1 at Flint and the 
Chev rolet g rey iron foundry at 
Sag inaw. 
“If neg otiations are not start­ 
ed,” Dowell added, “A sufficient 
number of p lants will be shut 
down to see that neg otiations are 
beg un.” 
General 
Motors 
op erations 
came to a comp lete standstill 
early in 19 37 when the UAW 
called a series of sit-down strikes. 
That was two y ears before dis­ 
sension div ided the union into 
two sep arate org anizations. 
Dowell said General Motors 
has refused to neg otiate in 13 
p lants on the g round that liti­ 
g ation p ending in circuit court 
here to determine which fac­ 
tion is entitled to contracts al­ 
ready sig ned should be comp leted 
before the corp oration deals with 
either g roup . 
One AFL-UAW local at Flint, 
in the Fisher Body No. 2 p lant, 
reg istered disap p rov al o t the 
strike called. Their sp okesman, 
Bruce Manley , said they v oted 10 
to 1 to ig nore the strike call and 
would meet Tuesday to consider 
withdrawing from the AFL un­ 
ion and affiliating with the CIO- 
UAW.

tration’s neutrality stand, con­ 
tending that if the p resident is 
considering a westward trip be­ 
fore adjournment, he does not 
ex p ect rev ision of the law at this 
session. 
The round robin, said to hav e 
been ap p rov ed already by a 
dozen senators, is 'ex p ected to 
threaten “ex tensiv e” debate if 
leaders bring up the p rop osals 
recommended by Secretary Hull. 
These would rep eal the p resent 
arms embarg o and would p ermit 
desig nation of dang er zones in 


which American ship p ing would 
be banned in war time. 
Observ ing that neutrality leg ­ 
islation ap p eared to be the only 
stumbling block in the way to a 
p rojected July 15 adjournment 
of cong ress, Democratic Leader 
Barkley said House action would 
be awaited before the question is 
taken up in the senate. 
The President has said that 
p lans for his western trip must 
remain tentativ e until he has 
more information on the ad­ 
journment date, but there were 
y uthoritativ e rep orts th at he 
was eag er to start before Aug ust. 
While thé senate was in recess 
today , the House p lanned to fin­ 
ish debate on amendments to the 
social security act. 
Administration leaders, who 
had p laced the rev isions on their 
list of major objectiv es for this 
session, were 
encourag ed by 
their success in defeating y ester­ 
day ev ery effort to alter the com­ 
mittee sug g estions. 
The rev ision would liberalize 
social security benefits and ex ­ 
tend them to additional classes 
of workers. They would raise 
the max imum federal contribu­ 
tion to the states for p ensions 
to the needy ag ed from $15 to $20 
monthly , which must be m atch- 
! ed by the states.

WAGNER ACT INQUIRY POSSIBLE 
Influential members of Congress are reported 
ready to support a resolution for an investigation 
of the National Labor Relations Board unless 
proposed amendments to the labor law are soon 
brought to a vote. 
Day to day developments bolster, if they do not 
substantiate, the charge that House and Senate 
hearings have been unduly prolonged with the 
deliberate purpose of preventing amendatory 
action at this session. 
Denials of the charge by administration forces 
have been hardly more than perfunctory . Cer­ 
tainly they have been far from convincing in face 
of the fact that the Senate hearing is now in its 
eighth week and the House hearing in its fifth, 
with the time of their ending still in doubt. Yet 
the wisdom of some immediate changes for both 
practical and psy chological reasons are not only 
strongly sustained by the testimony in general, 
but even conceded, as with respect to the right 
of employ er petition, and ex tension of the time 
permitted in which to answer a complaint of un­ 
fair practice. 
In the circumstances the dilly -dally ing that 
has marked the proceedings is inex plicable. It 
would be more readily understandable if it were 
a clear-cut fight between labor and employ er in­ 
terests with the former as a unit opposing 
amendment. The contrary is the case. It remains 
to be seen what effect, if any , the threat of in­ 
vestigation will have in moving the administra­ 
tion to clear the log jam. 
It would be much better to let the amend­ 
ments come to a vote, even those that clearly 
are aimed at weakening the principle of collec­ 
tive bargaining, than to continue a course savor- 


ing of subterfuge and evasion. Ex tremes invar­ 
iably produce harmfuh reactions. 


DWINDLING BIRTH RATE 
At present the birth rate in the United States 
is the lowest in the country ’s history . Decreasing 
for y ears, the results show up in the fact that 
there are 1,300,000 fewer children in school today 
than there were nine y ears ago. A lot of impor­ 
tant people have been viewing this trend with 
alarm lately . Certainly the American people have 
come a long way since the day s of T. R. and his 
robust snorts against race suicide, the old-fash­ 
ioned term for birth control. 
Whether or not a woman has a baby , or several 
babies, may be called her own business in these 
day s of planned parenthood. But Dr. Henry F. 
Helmholz, President of the American Academy 
of Pediatrics, say s it is not entirely her own busi­ 
ness. Shrinkage of the American family is already 
causing grave social and economic disturbances. 
A deficit of babies may do as much damage 
to the Nation as déficits in the treasury . 
Dr. Helmholz, in a plain talk to medical men in 
New York, did not hesitate to accuse American 
women of selfishness and of sacrificing the duties 
o t motherhood to the demands of pleasure or a 
career. He contrasted this country ’s condition to 
that of Russia—an inept comparison, to say the 
least—“where child-bearing is a public duty .” But 
the fact remains that this country ’s population 
has nearly reached a standstill and may soon 
show a decline. There are 1,300,000 empty seats in 
the Nation’s schoolrooms to prove it. 
Nobody can foretell ex actly what this may 
mean in the future.

NAPOLEON BONAPARTE 
(Refer to Map No. 35 in y our 
Historical Atlas) 
France was not only bankrupt 
and surrounded by enemies, but 
she was distracted by national 
turmoil and corruption. The five 
Directors were looting the coun­ 
try . The uproarious population 
of Paris was receiving free food 
at the ex pense of the rest of the 
country —and mobbing the gov­ 
ernment when things did not 
suit them. There were a million 
patriotic Frenchmen fighting in 
the armies without pay —and the 
heart of the nation was rotten 
with corruption and violence and 
graft. 
Then came Napoleon Bona­ 
parte—a y oung lieutenant of ar­ 
tillery who was born of Italian 
parents on the island of Corsica. 
He sprang into prominence by 
sternly quelling a Paris mob and 
later became one of the most 
successful leaders of the French 
republican armies. While the 
older 
and 
more 
ex perienced 
French generals were having 
difficulties in carry ing the war 
into the German territories, Na­ 
poleon crossed the Alps down in­ 
to Italy , defeated five Austrian 
armies by marvelous strategy 
and energy , swept the Austrians 
out 
of 
northern 
Italy , 
and 
marched on Vienna—the Austri­ 
an capital. 
One brilliant campaign fol­ 
lowed another. Napoleon infect­ 
ed the French armies with an 
unconquerable spirit. He became 
First Consul and the Emperor. 
Once again the common man 
was fighting for a great cause. 
The French soldiers were fight­ 
ing to drive out the hereditary 
monarchs from the rest of Eu­ 
rope—to spq?ad their program of 
“Liberty , Equality and Fraterni­ 
ty .” They had picked up the 
torch which was lighted by the 
American colonists in their revo­ 
lution and with it they proposed 
to purge all Europe of ty ranny . 
And Napoleon, at least before he 
became emperor, had no objec­ 
tion to that program. But grad­ 
ually *!^ became more interested 
in building up a personal empire 
an empire to be ruled by him­ 
self and his family and friends. 
At the height of his power Na­ 
poleon owned or controlled an 
empire larger than that of Char­ 
lemagne — including 
F r a nc e , 
Spain, Italy , Belgium, Holland, 
most of Germany , a great part 
of Poland, and that old Illy rian 
country 
down 
northwest 
of 
Greece. 
From these conquered coun­ 
tries he drew conscripts to fill 
the ranks of his armies—and 


money to fill French war chests. | as well—but England gave Presi- 
To their people he gave freedom 
from serfdom and from the feud­ 
al sy stem. He developed a sy stem 
cf laws and legal procedure so 
just and so equitable that it per­ 
sists in many countries of Europe 
to this day . And he invented a 
new kind of war—a war of com­ 
merce. For he ordered all of the 
nations under his control to re­ 
fuse to permit English ships to 
enter their harbors. 
This war failed—but it set an 
Ix ample which has never been 
forgotten. The Germans tried it 
in the World War, if y ou re­ 
member. 
Eventually Napoleon was de­ 
feated slnd dethroned and died 
in ex ile on a tiny island off the 
coast of Africa. All of the new 
French territories were lost—all 
of the kings and puppet rulers 
that Napoleon had created were 
thrown out—and the Holy Ro­ 
man Empire was dead at last— 
killed by Napoleon Bonaparte. 
The despotic kings of Europe 
now formed the Holy Alliance— 
for the purpose of thoroughly 
stamping out all traces of re­ 
publicanism in Europe. In fact 
they planned to take in even 
larger territory . For they gath­ 
ered a great fleet to sail to Amer­ 
ica and help Spain recover her 
lost colonies in South and Cen­ 
tral America—they fully ex pect­ 
ed a war with the United States

But it had a trem en­ 
dous effect upon the future of 
the world, for it not only marked 
the beginning of the end of feud­ 
alism and serfdom and legal in­ 
equalities, but it likewise marked 
the beginning of the end of the 
absolute monarch in Europe. 
Napoleon suppressed that riot 
in Paris in 1795—twelve y ears 
after England recognized the in­ 
dependence of the United States. 
He lost his last battle, Waterloo, 
m 18 15—having been emperor of 
France for about eleven y ears.

By WILLIAM NATHAN OATIS 
Associated Press Staff Writer 
The Indiana conserv ation de­ 
p artment, bu ilding u p its su p ­ 
p ly of y ou ng trees which farmers 
may p lant in woodlands and 
windbreak s, is establishing a new 
nu rsery in the Jasp er-Pu lask i 
g ame p reserv e. 
The nu rsery , u nder the for­ 
estry div ision, will cov er 2 2 acres 
and contain 
10,000,000 to 12,000,- 
000 trees, of which 1,500,000 to 
2,000,000 
may 
be 
sold 
each 
sp ring . Seed beds now are being 
p rep ared. 
This will g iv e the 
state fou r nu rseries of altog eth­ 
er abou t 7 5 acres, with some 32,- 
000,000 trees. 
Forestry officials p oint ou t 
that becau se of its location — 12 
miles northwest of Winamac on 
state road 43 — the new nu rsery 
will p rov ide a sou rce of su p p ly 
for an imp ortant area hitherto 
somewhat neg lected. 
This is the sand and mu ch 
reg ion of northwestern Indiana. 
In dry and windy weather, they 
say , in p arts of this area where 
there are no trees to bind the 
soil, the same p rocess g oes on 
that made the du st bowl of the 
western p lains. 
Up to now, northwestern Indi­ 
ana has had to dep end u p on the 
nu rsery in the Wells cou nty 
state forest arid g ame p reserv e 
for a su p p ly of low-p riced seed­ 
ling s sold by the state. Now the 
new nu rsery will tak e ov er that 
district and the Wells cou nty 
p lot can confine its ship ments to 
the northeastern p art of the 
state. 
Other nu rseries are in 
Jack son cou nty state forest and 
the Clark cou nty state forest, 
both in sou thern Indiana. 
The new tree farm has been 
desig ned esp ecially to meet needs 
of the sand and mu ck belt. In 
it for the most p art will be 
g rown the willow and conifers 
best su ited for windbreak p lant­ 
ing . There will be some hard­ 
wood trees. 
Priv ate landowners — mostly 
farmers — tak e the bu lk of the 
trees the state raises. This sp ring 
they bou g ht 3,000,000 of the 6,- 
000,000 trees ship p ed from state 
nu rseries. 
Mining 
comp anies 
took 
2,000,000 
to 
p lant 
ov er 
abandoned 
strip 
mines. 
The 


state took 1,000,000 for its p ark s, 
forests and g ame p reserv es. 
The trees th at went to indi­ 
v idu al bu y ers were u sed to mak e 
windbreak s, rep lenish wood lots 
and p lant u nder the 1921 state 
forest land classification act. 
This act allows a landowner to 
redu ce the tax on his land to $1 
an acre a y ear if he m aintains it 
as forest in k eep ing with g iv en 
standards. 
The 
owner 
mu st 
hav e enou g h trees g rowing to 
each acre as to enable the p lot 
to be classified as forest; g u ard 
ag ainst fires; 
not g raze liv e 
stock on the land, and allow the 
state to insp ect it. 
The state raises 20 v arieties of 
conifers and 
17 v arieties of 
hardwoods. 
Black locu st sap ­ 
ling s sell for 35 cents a hu n­ 
dred or $2.50 a thou sand. Other 
hardwoods sell at $5 a thou sand. 
They inclu de American and Chi­ 
nese elm, sy camore, white and 
g reen ash, red oak , black wal­ 
nu t, silv er and red map le, tu lip 
p op lar and osag e orang e. 
Conifers cost $10 a thou sand. 
In this g rou p are Norway sp ru ce, 
Chinese arbor v itae, white p ine, 
red p ine, jack p ine, Scotch p ine 
and other k inds.

New York—Two sharply con ­ 
trasted m ethods of “borin g from 
within ” America are bein g stu d­ 
ied here by a little grou p of “ism 
hu n ters.” 
Lon g before Rep. M artin Dies 
an d his in v estigators startled 
the cou n try with tales of the ex ­ 
isten ce of “ism ” plots, the In sti­ 
tu te for Propagan da An aly sis, 
In c., was readin g ream s of pro­ 
pagan da m aterial an d makin g 
con clu sion s. 
Its an aly ses are u sed on ly for 
bu lletin s design ed “to help the 
in telligen t 
citizen 
detect an d 
an aly ze propagan da.” 
Bu t it has cou n ted some 800 
“right 
grou ps” 
ran gin g 
from 
moderates 
to 
clu bs 
self-pro- 
claimed as “the official Fascist 
party .” It cou n ts the n oses of 
Commu n ists too, an d keeps tabs 
on how the programs of dozen s 
of left-win g orders compare with 
those of the Commu n ist In tern a­ 
tion al— made in Ru ssia. 
Edu cators of m an y leadin g col­ 
leges are directors of the in sti­ 
tu te, which has offices on the 
frin ge of Colu mbia Un iv ersity ’s 
campu s. Dr. Cly de R. Miller of 
Colu mbia’s Teachers College is 
secretary . 
Stu diou s, 
squ are­ 
shou ldered Harold Lav in e is the 
y ou n g editor. 
“We w an t on ly to brin g in to 
the open mu ch th a t is obscu re,” 
ex plain ed Dr. Miller. “The in sti­ 
tu te does n ot itself dissemin ate 
propagan da.” 
Lav in e sees “right” an d “left,” 
in addition to political ex tremes, 
as two con trastin g m ethods of 
borin g in to American political 
life from within . 
“The rights,” he ex plain s, “are 
mostly on e-m an ou tfits. They 
hav e the m an -on -a-w hite-horse 
idea—gold braid an d u n iforms. 
“The lefts w an t a highly or­ 
gan ized m in ority —a v an gu ard of 
the proletarist as the Commu n ­ 
ists say . They often work w ithin 
the fram e of large organ ization s. 
“The rights w an t n u mbers. The 
lefts seek small, efficien t grou ps 
of leaders who can work in to po­ 
sition s of in flu en ce.” 
Some of the right grou ps os­ 
ten sibly battle for “American ism 
an d the Con stitu tion .” O thers 
an d an ti-Sem itism an d 
an ti­ 
com m u n ism to their program, 
accordin g to the editor-an aly st. 
“It seems to be the pu rpose of 
some of the leaders,” he say s, 
“to try to u n ite all Fascist grou ps 
in to a political power. Thu s far 
they ’v e been u n able to fin d a fig­ 
u re they can tie to.” 
Most Fascist grou ps, he fin ds, 
hav e the same gen eral pattern 
of a bold, m ilitan t policy . Du es, 
if an y , are small. Their in come 
comes from spon sors or sy m­ 
pathizers an d for the sale of lit­ 
eratu re, fan cy shirts an d u n i­ 
forms. 
“Gen erally on those u n iform 
shirts comes a heav y profit for 
the order,” say s the y ou n g edi­ 
tor. 
Bu t the leftist grou ps, say s La­ 
v in e, u su ally take in high per 
capita du es. They eschew gold 
braid an d u n iforms. 
He fin ds the “fascists” weak 
becau se they aren ’t u n ited, while 
the Commu n ists are weak be­ 
cau se they lack a defin ite policy . 
“Left grou ps seem to sprin g 
u p on an y objectiv e, serv e their 


pu rpose an d fade ou t,” he fex - 
plain s. 
“Dozen s 
were 
formed 
du rin g the Ethiopian an d Span ­ 
ish wars. Eu ropean crises brou ght 
more. 
“Back in 1935 the freshm en 
here in Colu mbia were asked to 
pledge n ot to fight u n less the U. 
S. were in v aded. As sen iors they 
are told n ow it will be all right 
if they fight somebody like H it­ 
ler. T hat smells of the shift from 
the ‘schools-n ot-battleships” to 
the ‘collectiv e secu rity ’ polic y - 
made in Ru ssia.” 
All of which m ean s a big tu rn ­ 
ov er in Commu n ist party rolls. 
Lav in e say s 21,000 members were 
taken in du rin g 1936 -38 in New 
York while 10,000 dropped ou t. 
He estim ates there are 7 5 ,000 
Commu n ists in the U. S., an d 
say s they ’re gen erally good du es 
pay ers. Du es are a percen tage 
of salary . 
There’s a lot more to the story , 
say s 
Lav in e—poin tin g 
to 
the 
thick v olu mes of the Dies’ in ­ 
v estigation on his desk. It prov es 
u psettin g to some con gressmen , 
bu t it’s rou tin e stu ff to Propa­ 
gan da An aly sis, In c.
